High Level of Imports and Exports 
in January 


HE CONJECTURE made last month, that some of the exports which were held up by the 

October dock strike might remain to be shipped in the New Year, appears to be confirmed by 

the January trade returns. United Kingdora exports recorded for the month amounted to the 
high figure of {248-6 million, only £7 million less than the exceptional figure reached in December; 
January contained one more working day than the previous month, however. 

The level of exports in the last quarter of 1954 was somewhat depressed by the persisting effect 
of the dock strike, and the out-turn of the four months October-January gives a less picture 
of our recent performance. Even so, the average rate of export for this period ({228-7 million a month) 

was slightly below that of the same four months a year previously, whereas in the first nine ie 
of 1954 United Kingdom exports had increased by 6 per cent, compared with the 
period of 1953. It may not be possible to determine for some months how the trend of eae 
emerges from the period of uncertainty caused by the dock strike. 

Re-exports in January also appear to have been influenced by a backlog of shi ts follo 
the dock pried at £10+3 million they were higher than in any save two months of aeaereas vem 
Taking the average of October-January, re-exports amounted to £84 million 2 month, a tartie loos less 
than the rate in the same four months a year previously. 

Imports in January were much less affected by delays caused by the strike. pc oh anes 
to £332-3 million, making an average of £300 million a month for the four months since the beginning 
of the dock strike. This compares with a monthly rate of import of £277 million in the 
corresponding period of 1953-54 and represents an increase of 8 per cent. This upward movement is 
in sharp contrast to the fairly even level of imports maintained throughout the twelve months ended 
September 1954. 

The excess of imports, valued e.i.f., £, over exports and re-exports valued f..b., was £73-4 million 
in January. The average excess in October-January was {62-9 million-a month eae he with 
£39-2 million in the same period a year earlier. 

Area Pattern of Trade on 

Although United Kingdom exports changed little in total-between the third and fourth quarters 
of 1954, there was a reversal in a Pibphate Cetwech tendo othe the sterling and non-sterling areas. 
Exports to the sterling area, high hd inereaned. enh the 
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suffered a set-back in the.last quarter when they fell by 6 per cent. 
compared with the January/September average. It seems reasonable 
to ascribe this —— at least in part ~ the dock strike, a view which 
is supported by the strong recovery to the sterling area 
begun in December and continued in Geotd eon anuary. Taking the four months 
(October/January) affected by the strike, exports to the sterling area 
averaged £111-4 million a month, just over £1 million a month 
below the January/September 1954 figure, although £3 million a 
month lower than in correspon: four months a year before. 
Shipments to the Colonies and to Australia and New Zealand dropped 
sharply in the fourth quarter of last year but improved markedly in 
January, suggesting that the previous low figures were attributable

to the strike; it is possible that some further delayed consignments 
await despatch to Australia and New Zealand. Exports to South 
Africa suffered a check in July/September 1954 but improved in the 
fourth quarter and were high in January. Exports to India and Pakistan, 
however, declined steadily in 1954 and even the January figure did 
not provide a check to this tendency. 

United Kingdom exports to the non-sterling area moved in the 
opposite direction to our sterling area exports in 1954; they declined 
between the first and third quarters but increased in the fourth quarter 
when they were over 4} per cent. above the January/September 
level. The dock strike seems to have had comparatively little effect 
on this sector of trade in which a further increase was recorded in 
January of this year. Exports to the dollar area showed the most 
notable improvement in the fourth quarter of 1954, and although 
January’s shipments were affected by the normal seasonal decline in 
trade with Canada, the October/January average of £32-6 million a 
month was above the levels both of the same four months a year ago 
and of the first nine months of 1954. Whilst exports to the United 
States have shown an upward tendency in recent months, however,

; slack. A further, though modest, 
expansion took place in our exports to the non-sterling O.E.E.C. 
countries which averaged £61-2 million a month in October/January, 
£14 million a month more than in the corresponding period of 
1953/54. Exports to the non-sterling, non-dollar, non-O.E.E.C. 
countries, which had declined in the first three quarters of 1954, also 
improved in the fourth quarter and in January 1955: the October/ 
January average (£234 million a month) was about the same as a 
year earlier. Shipments to Soviet 

lib, to non-dollar Latin America they were unchanged, but 
exports to some Middle East markets declined.

The increase in imports in October/January compared with a year 
earlier was all in arrivals from the non-sterling area. Dollar 
were the most affected, arrivals averaging £63} million a month, 
28 per cent. more than a year ago. As a result the excess of imports 
over total exports for the dollar area increased over the year from about 
£16} million a month to nearly £30 million a month. Imports from 
O.E.E.C. countries also rose by about one-eighth to £73 million a 
month: in October 1953/January 1954 the United Kingdom was 
almost in balance with these countries on a Trade Accounts basis, 
but in the same months of 1954/55 imports exceeded total exports 
by £7 million a month. Imports from the other non-sterling, non- 
dollar, non-O.L.E.C. countries were not much changed over the year, 
and the trade cleficit was only a little higher at £12 million a month 
in October/January. Imports from the sterling area in the four months 
were a little less than a year ago, a rise in arrivals from India being 
more than counterbalanced by lower imports from Australia. Never- 
theless, the fall in total exports to the sterling area increased the trade 
deficit to over £14 million a month in October/January. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 

Exports of engineering products (£94} million) were again high 
in January though they were somewhat below the December figure 
which followed the rather low out-turn of October/November. 
Taking the average of October/January, engineering exports amounted 
to £854 million a month, equal to the rate of export a year ago. The 
fourth quarter of the year is normally a good one for shipments of 
engineering products, but in October/January exports averaged only 
£4 million a month more than in January/September 194; whereas 
in the same four months of 1953/54 exports averaged £6 million a 
month more than in January/September 1953. An increase of nearly 
£1 million a month in exports of ships and boats between October/Janu- 
ary 1953/54 and 1954/55 did much to maintain engineering exports 
at the same level, but exports in this division are very variable. In 
other divisions, both electric and non-electric machinery were a 
little lower in the last four months than a year ago, but there was a 
small improvement in the road vehicles and aircraft division. Exports 
of cars and chassis increased over the year by one-fifth (more than

Exports of textiles (including wool tops) in October/January, at 
neatly £29} million a month, remained at the same level as in the 
third quarter of 1954, and nearly one-tenth below the level of the 
corresponding four months a year ago. The fall was mainly in exports 
of cotton goods, though shipments of wool goods were also somewhat 
lower. Exports of metals, which had shown some tendency to rise in 
the first three ge of 1954, declined a little in October/January;

bow ammunition were lower. In the ‘other manufactures’ divisions, 
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the rising tendency which has persisted for some time continued in 
/January, with exports of chemicals and of paper, paperboard, 
etc., again increased. 

Among other exports there was a further increase in January of 
shipments of refined petroleum, and unusually large exports of veget- 
able oils. 

Most of the increase in imports in October/January compared with 
a year earlier was in the food, beverages and tobacco ; at an 
average of £124-8 million a month, arrivals were nearly one-eighth 
more in value than in the same months of 1953/54. The biggest rise 
was in the coffee, cocoa, tea, etc. division; imports of tea are custom- 
arily high at this season but, in addition, consignments of cocoa 
which usually come in a little later have arrived early this year. Im-

ports of tea in October/January, at £16} million a month, were over 
one-half more by value than a year previously, though the quantity 
imported was somewhat less. Arrivals of cocoa amounted to £54 
million a month, more than two and a half times as much in value 
as a year ago; in this commodity also there was some rise in price. 
Imports in the fruits and vegetables division, at over £16 million a 
month in October/January, were £3 million a month more than a 
year ago, while cereals (principally wheat), feeding stuff for animals, 
and meat and meat preparations showed increases of between {1 
and £2 million per month each. Imports of sugar in October/January 
(£64 million a month) were almost halved, however, compared with 
the same months of 1953/54, and arrivals of dairy products were also 
lower. Imports of tobacco, at over £94 million a month, were one-fifth 
higher than a year ago. 

Although imports of basic materials were high in January, for the 
four months October/January they averaged only £84 million a 
month, slightly less than a year previously. Increases in imports of 
timber (to £134 million a month), of pulp and waste paper (to £8 
million a month) and of rubber (to £54 million a month), were counter- 
balanced by a reduction of one-seventh in arrivals in the wool division 
(to £154 million a month), and of smaller decreases in the oilseeds and 
animal and vegetable oils divisions and in raw cotton. 

Imports of coal, etc. increased from £} million a month in October 
1953/January 1954 to £3 million a month in the last four months, but 
arrivals of petroleum and petroleum products were at much the same 
level. Amongst manufactures, most of the increase of about one-tenth 
over the year (to £62 million in October/January) was in imports of 
non-ferrous base metals which rose by over one-quarter to nearly 
£17 million a month; the rise in the price of copper was the primary 
cause. Imports of chemicals continued their upward tendency and at 
over £9} million a month were nearly £2 million a month more than 
a year ago. 

Note: These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible 
trade in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. 
and insurance and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are included 
in invisible expenditure. There are also significant differences in timing 
and coverage between the two sets of figures.

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Import and Export Prices in January 


INDEX NUMBERS of import and export prices for January 1955 and 
each month of 1954 appear in the table below. The weighting of the 
index numbers — that is, the selection of imports and exports taken 
to represent our overseas trade — has been revised to represent the 
commodity composition of imports and exports in 1954 instead of 
that for 1953 which was used for the index numbers last year. 


After rising by two points in December, the index of import prices 
was a further point higher in January at 104, taking the average for 
1954 as 100, The index of export prices was unchanged at 100, a 
figure which prevailed throughout most of 1954, and consequently 
the terms of trade — calculated as the ratio of the import index to the 
export index — deteriorated by a further point to 104. 


The rise in the import price index, compared with December, was 
mainly due to a one point increase for basic materials and a two point 
rise for manufactured goods; the index for food, beverages and 
tobacco, which rose from 96 to 105 during last year, was unchanged in 
January. Among manufactured goods, higher prices were recorded 








for iron and steel and for some non-ferrous base metals, while the 
rise in the index of basic materials was attributable largely to higher 
prices for rubber and fur skins, partly offset by lower prices for 
arrivals of wool. 

The prices used in calculating these index numbers are derived by 
selecting a number of commodity headings from the Trade and 
Navigation Accounts and, for each sree, dividing the value in 
each month by the corresponding quantity and combining the changes 
in the prices (or, more strictly, the unit values) so obtained by 
weighting them according to the commodity pattern of trade in 1954. 
The index numbers thus measure the from month to month 
in the aggregate value of a fixed selection of commodities representa- 
tive of the composition of imports and exports in 1954, It is important 
to note that for imports the c.i.f. prices of arrivals recorded in the 
Trade Accounts in any month will usually be those ruling in world 
markets at some earlier date, when the purchase was made, so that 
often there is a time-lag between the movement of world commodity 
prices and the import price index.

THE HEAVY INCREASE in demand for its goods has meant that 
the paper box industry has had to adopt new techniques to improve 
its output.

The increase in imports in October/January compared with a year 
earlier was all in arrivals from the non-sterling area. Dollar goods 
were the most affected, arrivals averaging £63} million a month, 
28 per cent. more than a year ago. As a result the excess of imports 
over total exports for the dollar area increased over the year from about 
£16} million a month to nearly £30 million a month. I from 
O.E.E.C. countries also rose by about one-eighth to £73 million a 
month: in October 1953/January 1954 the United Kingdom was 
almost in balance with these countries on a Trade Accounts basis, 
but in the same months of 1954/55 imports exceeded total exports 
by £7 million a month. Imports from the other non-sterling, non- 
dollar, non-O.E.E.C. countries were not much changed over the year, 
and the trade deficit was only a little higher at £12 million a month 
in October/January. Imports from the sterling area in the four months 
were a little less than a year ago, a rise in arrivals from India being 
more than counterbalanced by lower imports from Australia. Never- 
theless, the fall in total exports to the sterling area increased the trade 
deficit to over £14 million a month in October/January. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 


Exports of engineering products (£94} million) were again high 
in January though they were somewhat below the December figure 
which followed the rather low out-turn of October/November. 
Taking the average of October/January, engineering exports amounted 
to £854 million a month, equal to the rate of export a year ago. The 
fourth quarter of the year is normally a good one for shipments of 
engineering products, but in October/January exports averaged only 
£t million a month more than in January/September 1954; wheaiil 
in the same four months of 1953/54 exports averaged £6 million a 
month more than in January/September 1953. An increase of nearly 
£1 million a month in exports of ships and boats between October/Janu- 
ary 1953/54 and 1954/55 did much to maintain engineering exports 
at the same level, but exports in this division are very variable. In 
other divisions, both electric and non-electric machinery were a 
little lower in the last four months than a year ago, but there was a 
small improvement in the road vehicles and division. Exports 
of cars and chassis increased over the year by one-fifth (more than

Most of the increase in imports in October/January compared with 
a year earlier was in the food, beverages and cco class; at an 
average of £124-8 million a month, arrivals were nearly one-eighth 
more in value than in the same months of 1953/54. The biggest rise 
was in the coffee, cocoa, tea, etc. division; imports of tea are custom- 
arily high at this season but, in addition, consignments of cocoa 
which usually come in a little later have arrived early this year.

ports of tea in October/January, at £16} million a month, were over 
one-half more by value than a year previously, though the quantity 
imported was somewhat less. Arrivals of cocoa amounted to £54 
million a month, more than two and a half times as much in value 
as a year ago; in this commodity also there was some rise in price. 
Imports in the fruits and vegetables division, at over £16 million a 
month in October/Tanuary, were £3 million a month more than a 
year ago, while cereals (principally wheat), feeding stuff for animals, 
and meat and meat preparations showed increases of between {1 
and £2 million per month each. Imports of sugar in October/January 
(£64 million a month) were almost halved, however, compared with 
the same months of 1953/54, and arrivals of dairy products were also 
lower. Imports of tobacco, at over £94 million a month, were one-fifth 
higher than a year ago. 

Although imports of basic materials were high in January, for the 
four months October/January they averaged only £84 million a 
month, slightly less than a year tas yet Increases in imports of 
timber (to £134 million a month), of pulp and waste paper (to £8 
million a month) and of rubber (to £54 million a month), were counter- 
balanced by a reduction of one-seventh in arrivals in the wool division 
(to £154 million a month), and of smaller decreases in the oilseeds and 
animal and vegetable oils divisions and in raw cotton. 

Imports of coal, etc. increased from {4 million a month in October 
1953/January 1954 to £3 million a month in the last four months, but 
arrivals of petroleum and petroleum products were at much the same 
level. Amongst manufactures, most of the increase of about one-tenth 
over the year (to £62 million in October/January) was in imports of 
non-ferrous base metals which rose by over one-quarter to nearly 
£17 million a month; the rise in the price of copper was the primary 
cause. Imports of f chemicals continued their upward tendency and at 
over £94 million a month were nearly £2 million a month more than 
a year ago. 

Note: These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible 
trade in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.o.b. 
and insurance and freight, in so faras they are paid abroad, are included 
in invisible expenditure. There are also significant differences in timing 
and coverage between the two sets of figures.

Import and Export Prices in January 


INDEX NUMBERS of import and export prices for January 1955 and 
each month of 1954 appear in the table below. The weighting of the 
index numbers — that is, the selection of imports and exports taken 
to represent our overseas trade — has been revised to represent the 
commodity composition of imports and exports in 1954 instead of 
that for 1953 which was used for the index numbers last year. 


After rising by two points in December, the index of import prices 
was a further point higher in January at 104, taking the average for 
1954 as 100. The index of export prices was unchanged at 100, a 
figure which prevailed throughout most of 1954, and consequently 
the terms of trade — calculated as the ratio of the import index to the 
export index — deteriorated by a further point to 104. 


The rise in the import price index, compared with December, was 
mainly due to a one point increase for basic materials and a two point 
rise for manufactured goods; the index for food, beverages and 
tobacco, which rose from 96 to 105 during last year, was unchanged in 
January. Among manufactured goods, higher prices were recorded 








for iron and steel and for some non-ferrous base metals, while the 
rise in the index of basic materials was attributable largely to higher 
prices for rubber and fur skins, partly offset by lower prices for 
arrivals of wool. 

The prices used in calculating these index numbers are derived by 
selecting a number of commodity headings from the Trade and 
Navigation Accounts and, for each a bien value in 
each month by the co: quantity and pecan 
in the prices (or, more — the unit eb oor 
weighting them according to the commodity pattern of trade in 1954. 
The index numbers thus measure the 
in the aggregate value of a fixed selection of commodities representa- 
tive of the composition of imports and exports in 1954, It is important 
to note that for imports the c.i.f. prices of arrivals recorded in the 
Trade Accounts in any month will usually be those ruling in world 
markets at some earlier date, when the purchase was made, so that 
often there is a time-lag between the movement of world commodity 
prices and the import price index.

Latest British Toys for World Markets on Show 


By Our Industrial Correspondent 


BRITISH TOYs of all kinds, from space suits and models controlled 
by the latest electronic devices to the traditional teddy bears, were 
shown by over 200 exhibitors at the second British Manufacturers’ 
Toy Fair held at Brighton from Monday to Friday. 


Housed in the Corn Exchange, adjoining Brighton’s famous Royal 
Pavilion, and in four hotels on the sea front—-the Metropole, the 
Bedford, the Old Ship and the Adelphi—the Toy Fair (the second 
to be held in Brighton) got off to a good start on Monday, in spite of 
a heavy snowfall the previous night which made conditions in the 
streets extremely difficult. Over 30,000 invitations had been sent out 
to buyers all over the world and many foreign buyers were to be seen 
in the five centres inspecting the latest products of Britain’s ingenuity 
in toy manufacturing. 


Perhaps the modern child is losing its taste for the more traditional 
toys, but it was noticeable that many middle-aged visitors found one 
firm’s display of walking teddy bears irresistible! The same firm 
produced a walking chimpanzee last year — this year they have revolu- 
tionized a well tried favourite, by making a bear which can stand on 
its head, lie down to sleep, stand up and walk, can growl, and has 
life-like claws which cannot scratch the youngest baby. 


Radio-controlled Boats 


Across the corridor visitors saw one of the wonders of this age 
which the children nowadays seem to take for granted —- remote 
control by radio. The exhibit of what the makers claim to be the first 
ready-to-sail radio-controlled model cargo ship in the world was being 
demonstrated to interested crowds. This boat is operated by a radio 
transmitter from the side of the pool or pond. The boat has three 
rudder positions, and the engine has a variable forward speed, but 
can also be made to stop or go astern, by radio. The same company, 
which claims to be the largest toy organization in the 
world, was showing a number of new models among the range of 
dolls and soft toys, tricycles and cycles, model railways, aircraft and 
watercraft. 


The use of plastics was increasingly evident, especially on stands 
showing toys and games which have a semi-educational value for very 
young children, Buckets and spades, too, are now made from plastics 
and some firms were also showing models in a light-weight rubber. 
Plastics were also in evidence among firms showing such varied things 
as dolls’ tea sets, nursery scissors, babies’ rattles, games of all kinds, 
alphabet bricks, and miniature pianos. 


There was also an assortment of electric trains, with their accompany- 
ing array of accessories, guaranteed to make any fond parent resolve 
to buy one for his son so that father can play with it ! A London firm 
showing an exhibit with trains running on a dual track was operating 
a demonstration model by remote control. Remote control can also 
be employed for coupling and uncoupling the coaches and waggons, 
tipping the goods waggons and sounding train whistles. 

A Middlesbrough firm specializing in high-grade wooden furniture 
for the nursery was showing a new child’s stool and blackboard- 
cum-desk which folds away flat for storage purposes. The desk can 
be used with the flap down for the child to write, or with the flap up 
as an ordinary blackboard which carries the alphabet illustrated im 
white, ready to be copied. The same firm make a baby ironing Beast 
with a miniature iron which is a replica of a well-known electric one 
in use in many homes.

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Preparing for the Brussels 
Exhibition 

BRITISH FIRMS interested in the possibility of exhibiting in the 
Brussels Exhibition of 1958 are asked to let the Board of Trade know 
by April 30 of this year. Such a notification will not commit them to 
taking part in the exhibition: definite booking of space will not be asked 
for until late 1956 or early 1957. But by June 30 of the present year 
the Board of Trade needs to have some idea of the total amount of 
space likely to be required by British industry, so as to ensure that, 
in laying out the exhibition grounds, the Belgian authorities allot the 
United Kingdom a sufficiently large area. 

The exhibition will be held from April 15 to October 15, 1958. 
The Belgian authorities propose to offer awards of merit for competition 
between individual manufacturers. But they have also stipulated that 
non-Belgian manufacturers wishing to compete for such awards 
must be accommodated within the total area allotted to their country 
of origin. 

The official United Kingdom exhibit, which is to be organized by 
the Central Office of Information on behalf of the Foreign Office and 
which is intended to be broadly representative of this country’s 
achievements within the main theme of the Exhibition (Man in rela- 
tionship to his material environment), is unlikely to take a form that 
will easily incorporate displays by individual firms. 

Accordingly the Government intends, provided that industry 
indicates the necessary support, to erect a special pavilion in which 
space will be let at cost price to United Kingdom firms who are anxious 
to exhibit. A rough preliminary estimate (at current prices) of the 
cost of space, including a shell stand, is £3 per square foot. Clearly 
the size of this industrial pavilion will depend on the number of firms 
wishing to take part and on the size of their stands. Equally clearly the 
size of this industrial pavilion will affect the total size of the United 
Kingdom area, and it is the bid for this that the Government has to 
decide and submit to the Belgian authorities by June 30 this year. 


Firms interested in the matter are accordingly asked to get in touch 
as soon as possible with the Exhibitions Branch of the Board of Trade, 
Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. The Branch will 
be glad to make available to them such additional information as it 
possesses itself. 


Terms for Efficiency Loans from 
Revolving Fund for Industry 


REPAYMENT OF LOANS from the Revolving Fund for Industry, of 
which some examples were given in the Board of Trade Journal on 
December 11 (page 1225), may now extend over a maximum period 
of seven years instead of the five years hitherto stipulated. Negotiations 
will, however, be on the basis that repayment will be completed as 
quickly as the expected profits will allow in order that the Fund 
may be turned over frequently and thus promote efficiency in the 
largest possible number of manufacturing firms. The rate of interest 
will continue to be 4 per cent. per annum on the outstanding balance 
of the loan.

Interim Index of Retail Prices 

At January 18, 1955, the official index figure, which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the base 
date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 1), 3 was 146, compared with 145 at 
December 14, 1954, the Ministry of Labour and National Service 
announce. 

The rise in the index during the month was due mainly to increases 
in the average prices of tea, most kinds of meat and vegetables, and 
cooking apples, partly offset by substantial falls in the prices of eggs 


and tomatoes. 


Copyright Committee Report 
Accepted by the Government 


THE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
was asked in Parliament on February 16, whether he was yet in a 
position to make a statement on the subject of copyright, with par- 
ticular reference to the Report of the Copyright Committee. In a 
written reply Mr. Thorneycroft said that a Bill dealing with some of 
the more urgent aspects of this subject had now been introduced. The 
Government accepted, with minor modifications, the Report of the 
Committee and intended to introduce a comprehensive Bill to amend 
the Law on the general lines of the Committee’s recommendations as 
soon as practicable. It would not however be possible to do this 
during the present Session. 

The Copyright and Television Exhibiting Right Bill was intro- 
duced in the House of Lords yesterday and the text was published on 
February 16. The Bill deals with two important matters relating to 
copyright and the public exhibition of television broadcasts respect- 
ively. 

Clause 1 and the Schedule make a number of detailed amendments 
to the Copyright Act, 1911, which will enable the United Kingdom 
to ratify the Brussels Copyright Convention, entered into on June 26, 
1948 (Cmd. 7815) and also the Universal Copyright Convention (and 
the First and Second Protocols attached thereto), entered into on 
September 6, 1952 (Cmd. 8912). 

Clause 2 gives the British Broadcasting Corporation and the 
Independent Television Authority a new television exhibiting right 
in the visual images broadcast by them and in the accompanying 
sounds (Clause 2 (1) ). This right will last for 25 years from the first 
broadcast (Clause 2 (2) ); and it will be infringed by anyone who 
allows the images or sounds to be seen or heard in public unless he 
has a licence from the owner of the right (Clause 2 (3) ).

This is the first new E.C.G.D. branch to be opened since 1949. 
Business in the area served by the new branch (hitherto handled from 
Leeds) now totals some £9,000,000. It is intended that the better 
service which can now be provided from a branch within easy reach 
of the “Three Rivers’ should facilitate the efforts of manufacturers 
and exporters in that area to maintain and expand their export trade.

THE BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers No. 715 
that a quota at the annual rate of £5 million f.o.b. has been established 
for the import of hardwood originating in and consigned from the 
following countries: 


Bolivia, Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 
El Salvador, Ecuador, Guatemala, Haiti, Republic of Honduras, 
Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, United States 
of America, Venezuela. 


2. For this purpose hardwood is defined as timber produced from 
any tree other than a coniferous tree, not further prepared than 
hewn, sawn, planed, tongued or grooved; hardwood flooring blocks 
and strips however prepared; hardwood staves and caskhead timbers 
however prepared. 


3. The quota will be divided into two equal instalments. Licences 
for the first instalment will be issued as soon as possible after the final 
date for the receipt of applications (see paragraph 5 below) and will 
be valid to December 31, 1955.

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Personal Export Scheme 
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Increased Sales to Overseas Visitors 


THE VALUE OF SALES under the Personal Export Scheme in the 
fourth quarter of 1954 (£1,302,000) was 22 per cent. higher than in 
the corresponding period of 1953. This continued the reversal, which 
began in the third quarter of 1954, of the downward trend in sales, 

although the high figure for the fourth quarter was to some extent 
due to one exceptionally purchase. 

For the whole of 1954 sales amounted to £4,188,000 and were 13 
per cent. higher than the 1953 figure, but 8 per cent. lower than those 
for 1952. Sales to visitors frora the United States (£991,000) were 
18 per cent. higher than in 1953 and 4 per cent. higher than in 1952. 
The value of sales to Canada during the year (£202,000) was 44 per 
cent. higher than in 1953. The increases in expenditure by visitors 
from these areas is thought to be due mainly to the cessation at the 
end of 1953 of the Purchase Tax Coupon Scheme, although 
coupons issued and not used by that time were valid until the end of 
June 1954. The result was increased use by dollar area visitors of the 


Personal Export Scheme. 


Sales to the Rest of the Sterling Area (£1,314,000), however, which 
were not covered by the coupon scheme, increased and were 7 per 
cent. higher than in 1953, the increase being due to heavy sales during 
the second half of the year. They were 15 per cent. lower than in 
1952. Sales to visitors from the rest of the Western Hemisphere 
(£480,000) showed an increase of 8 per cent. on 1953 figures, while 
those to visitors from O.E.E.C. countries (£815,000) showed an 
increase of 8 per cent. For this area, as in the case of the Sterling 
Area, there were higher sales in the second half of the year and the 
fourth quarter figure includes the one perticularty large item men- 
tioned above. 


Sales to emigrants, who are also entitled to participate in the 
scheme, continued to decline, the total for 1954 (£297, 000) being 
10 per cent. lower than in 1953 and 36 per cent. lower than in 1952,

Europe’s Output of Steel in 1954 


The latest ‘Quarterly Bulletin of Steel Statistics’ from the Economic 
Commission for Europe shows that in 1954 the output of crude steel 
exceeded all previous records for Europe as a whole, though not for 
West Germany, France, Belgium, Luxembourg, the Saar and 
Hungary. Production from the sources analysed amounted to 81,820,000 
metric tons. This was 9 per cent. better than the figure for 1953, but 
was again appreciably lower than the current annual rate of output from 
the United States. Add the Soviet Union, and the total for the year 
becomes 122,820,000 metric tons. 


In the last quarter of the year most countries, and particularly 
those of the European Coal and Steel Community, improved con- 
siderably on their output in previous quarters, and the bulletin antici- 
pates a further increase in 1955 if demand remains high. ‘The best 
relative increases over 1953 were registered in Austria, Spain, Italy 
and Yugoslavia, and the best absolute increases in West Germany 
and the United Kingdom. 


Exports of finished steel also rose. In the first ten months of the 
year the annual rate from Austria, West Germany, the Netherlands 
and the United Kingdom was higher than in any of the years 1951-53, 
while from Belgium-Luxembourg and France-Saar exports approached 
the post-war record created in 1951.

Indian Import Duties 

Tne President told a questioner that Indian cotton textiles enter the 
United Kingdom free of duty. 'The duties on United Kingdom cotton 
piece-goods entering India are set out below. The effect of Article 1 
of that Agreement is to accord duty-free entry to virtually all imports 
from India and not only to cotton textiles. The Fourth Schedule to 
the Indian Trade Agreement sets out the contractual preferences in 
India for United Kingdom goods. These represent useful advantages 
for the industries concerned. As indicated in the table below cotton 
textiles, as well as artificial silk piece-goods and certain classes of 
iron and steel products, enjoy preferences which are not specifically 
provided for in the Agreement.

Prices and Supplies of Electric Cables 


A questioner asked the Minister of Supply if he was satisfied that 
the electric cable-making associations brought their trading arrange- 
ments inte conformity with the conclusions of the Monopolies 
Commission by December 31 last as requested by the Government; 
and if he would make a statement. 

Mr. Selwyn Lloyd replied that he was glad to have this opportunity

Trade Discussions with Western Germany 


The President said that the trade talks with Western Germany 
last December were mainly concerned with the negotiation of quotas 
for 1955 for the relatively small range of goods still subject to import 
restrictions. 

There had been no discussions with any trade delegation from 
East Germany. 


Standard Quality Marks 

The President was asked whether he was aware of the disquiet 
among the shopping public, and reputable manufacturers, at the 
lack of quality guarantees for merchandise; and if, where trade or 
industry refused to provide such standard quality marks, the Govern- 
ment would authorize the British Standards Institution to issue such 
quality marks itself. 

He replied that he was in favour of the wider adoption of standards 
and quality marks, but he could not believe this would be achieved 
by issuing such marks without the co-operation of the manufacturers 
concerned. 


United Kingdom Reserves of Timber 


Asked what were the reserves of timber stock in the United King- 
dom; and what was the Government’s policy with regard to the release 
of this stock to the general trade, the President replied that apart 
from the strategic reserve, details of which were not disclosed, there 
was no Government stock. 


Imports of Cotton Textiles 


Imports of cotton textiles from all countries were valued at £28 
million in 1954, the President stated. This compared with £15 million 
in 1953 and an average of £33 million for the six years from 1948-1953. 
Imports from India were 8 per cent. of the value in 1953 and 25 per 
cent. of the value in 1954. 


Import of Fruit from Bulgaria 


Asked whether he would now reconsider his department’s prohibi- 
tion of the import of grapes and other fruits from Bulgaria, in view of 
the need to encourage foreign trade, the President replied that we 
should be prepared to admit imports of grapes and other fruit from 
Bulgaria as part of a general settlement of trade and financial matters. 
As he informed a questioner on February 17, the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment had accepted our invitation to send a delegation to London for 
discussions to this end. 


Anglo-American Films Agreement 
Asked what was the duration of the current Anglo-American Films 


Agreement, the President replied until September 24, 1955, unless 
renewed. 


Factory Building in Burnley 
Questioned as to how many new firms, new factories or extensions 
to existing factories were at present in Burnley as a consequence of 
his department’s direction or support since February 1953, when the 
town was scheduled as part of a development area, the President 
replied that North East Lancashire was made a Dev t Area on 
March 3, 1953. Two extensions approved since that date had been 
completed in the County Borough of Burnley, extensions to four other 
i were under construction, at least one firm new to Burnley 
had acquired premises there, and within three miles of Burnley 
the Board of Trade were building the largest factory which they had 
ever undertaken in any Development Area. 


Lancashire Textiles Questions 
The President was asked, in view of the fact that the overseas 
market in Lancashire textiles was shrinking, through unfair foreign 


competition, what steps were being taken to preserve the home-trade 
market for Lancashire textiles.

The President was asked whether he had considered the proposals 
put to his department by representatives of cotton employers and trade 
unions on February 15 on the problems created in Lancashire by 
the import of Indian cloth; and whether he would make a statement. 

He replied that he had very carefully considered the report which 
the Minister of State made to him about the meetings in Manchester 
on February 15. He was now awaiting the specific suggestions which 
he had invited the Cotton Board to make to him upon this topic. 

Asked what were the Government’s proposals for averting the threat 
of increasing unemployment in the cotton industry, the President 
replied that there was very little unemployment in the cotton industry 
at present. Future trends would depend on many factors and not the 
least of these was confidence. The industry’s problems were associated 
at least as much with exports as with imports and he had arranged to 
discuss these problems with the Cotton Board. 


Export Duty on Tea 

Asked what discussions he had with the Prime Ministers of India 
and Ceylon during their recent visits to this country on the export 
duty on tea, the President replied ‘None, Sir.’ 


National Research Development Corporation 


Questioned as to what steps he intended to take, in view of the major 
difficulties which had faced the National Research Development Cor- 
poration as described in the Corporation’s Report for the year 1953-54, 
the President said that steps had already been taken. As the Develop- 
ment Corporation made clear in their Report, one of the difficulties 
which confronted them was dealt with by legislation, one in conjunction 
with the Board of Trade and the third they were dealing with. 


Companies Declared Bankrupt 
Asked the number of the companies declared bankrupt in the years 
1951, 1952, 1953 and 1954; and how many of these were tea companies, 


the President replied that the figures were 407, 436, 421, 416 and 
none. 


Weight in Coal Deliveries 


Questioned about weight in coal deliveries the President said that 
under the Weights and Measures Acts, the enforcement of which 
rested with Local Authorities, weight tickets were required in the 
case of coal only when sales exceeded two hundredweights. These 
Acts did not require coal vehicles to carry scales, but Local Authorities 
may prescribe this by byelaw. 


He was informed that 25,695 bags and 659 loads of coal were checked 
by Inspectors of Weights and Measures in Scotland during the course 
of twelve months. He had no reason to believe that they checked 
too few. 


Import of Coal Briquettes 


from occasional shipments of coal from the Irish Republic, 
the President said, he had received in the last six months one applica- 
tion from a private trader to import coal briquettes from the Eastern 
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Zone of Germany and two applications to import sample quantities 
of coal from other sources. These applications had been approved. 
All proposals to import coal, whether by the National Coal Board 
or by private traders, had to be considered in the light of the United 
Kingdom supply position and the overseas expenditure involved. 
As regards imports of coal from Iron Curtain countries, he understood 
that the National Coal Board were already importing from Poland. 


Trade with U.S.S.R. 


The President was asked whether he was aware that the latest trade 
statistics of the United Nations showed that exports from other Euro- 
pean countries to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics increased 
substantially during the first seven months of 1954, while those from 
the United Kingdom decreased; and whether he would 
take steps to initiate discussions with the Soviet Government with 
a view to securing a trade agreement leading to an expansion of British 
exports to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

He replied that the United Nations statistics of United Tere 
trade included re-exports, to which special 
If these were excluded, exports from the United Kingdom to the “tom 
Union in the first seven months of 1954 were seven times their value 
in the corresponding period of 1953. 

There was nothing to prevent the Soviet authorities from placing 
orders for United Kingdom goods provided they were not strategic, 
and the traditional major exports of the Soviet Union already entered 
the United Kingdom free of import restriction. He did not consider 
that a trade agreement would materially influence the course of trade. 
Labelling of Materials 

Asked whether he was aware that the Women’s Organizations 
Committee for Economic Information, meeting in Glasgow under 
the auspices of the Treasury, expressed concern at the lack of exact 
reliable labelling of materials; and what steps were proposed by his 
department to remedy this deficiency, the President replied that he 
understood this matter was mentioned but that the Committee had 
made no recommendations. On the second part of the question, he 
had nothing to add to his reply of February 3. 


Factory Building in Wales 

A member wanted to know how many applications in Wales for 
factory building or extension between. the sizes of 5,000 and 20,000 
square feet were authorized in 1953 and 1954, respectively; and how 
many were refused. 

The President replied that the area figures were 44 in 1953 and 52 
in 1954, None was refused. He had not got the value figures. 

Asked also what proportion of applications in the United Kingdom 
for factory building or extension were granted in Wales in 1953 and 
1954, respectively; and what proportion of those refused were in 
Wales in each of those years, the President replied that 5-7 per cent. 
and 3-7 per cent. were approved and none refused. 


Imports of Medicinal Products 


Asked whether he was aware of the heavy increase in the value of 
imports of medicinal and tical products during 1954, as 
compared with 1953; and to what extent this this increase was due to 
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increased imports from the United States of America, the President 
replied ‘Yes, Sir; nearly 60 per cent.’ 


Prices in Drapery and Fashion Trades 

A member asked the President if he had considered the protests 
of Scotland’s 2,500 retail drapers against price-fixing in the drapery 
and fashion trades, which had been sent to him; if he was aware that 
agreements which would completely eliminate competition in the 
retail trade were being made; and if he would refer these practices 
to the Monopolies Commission. 

The President replied that he had noted these representations. It 
would, he thought, be wise to await the Cornmission’s Report on their 
existing inquiry under Section 15 of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices Act of 1948, which had a close bearing on these matters. 


Exports of Lace 
Total lace exports, other than by parcel post, for the years 1952, 


pach and 1954, were £4°6, £4°7 and £4-7 million, the President 
stated. 


Trade with Canada 


Asked what steps the Government proposed to take to ascertain 
the causes for the decline in exports from the United Kingdom, 
especially between this country and Canada; and what action he pro- 
posed to take to remedy this position, the President replied that 
exports from the United Kingdom had gone up, not down. In 1954 
we sold a record amount both in volume and in value. This record 
was achieved despite the fall in exports to Canada due to a shrinkajze 
in Canadian demand, which was felt equally by Canadian manufac- 
turers. He was confident that this was only a temporary phase and that 
our manufacturers and exporters would continue their efforts to retain 
their share of this important market. 


Export of Ships to Eastern Europe 

The present control on the export of ships to Eastern Europe was 
operated in agreement with the other countries concerned, the 
President stated. Discussions about these controls were going ahead. 
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Price of Petroleum and Diesel Oil 


The President was asked whether he had now considered the terms 
of a resolution WL grone by Bristol City Council on February 8 and 
submitted to rotesting against the price maintenance activities 
of the petroleum tad diesel ed! industry ia tnaintaining and incressing 
prices by collective action; and whether he would now refer this 
industry to the Restrictive Practices Commission for investigation as 
requested by the Council.

the Commission 
Merchandise Marks Act 


The President was asked if he would make a statement giving 
details of the machinery in his department for the initiation of prosecu- 
tions under the Merchandise Marks Act and, as shoppers were not 
clear as to the scope of his department in such matters, if he was now 
prepared to act for the general public where complaints of worthless 
merchandise were concerned. 

He replied that he had no statutory responsibility for determining 
the worth of any particular merchandise. 

Arrangements were made by his Prosecutions Branch to investigate 
complaints of alleged offences against the Merchandise Marks Acts. 
Proceedings were then instituted where warranted by the evidence 
disclosed. 


Acquisition of Cinemas 


A member asked whether the President would provide infor mation 
as to the number of cinemas to be acquired by the Rank Organ ization 
and the Associated British Picture Corporation for which sanction 
for acquisition had been given, indicating at the same time the n umber 
which could be classified as newly built, and those which were war- 
damaged premises repaired. 

The President replied that so far, one application for an exhibitor’s 
licence had been received from the Rank Organization in respect of 
a theatre recently acquired from an independent exhibitor. This 
application would be granted.

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Attendances Up During the Third Quarter of 1954 


ADMISSIONS to United Kingdom cinemas during the third quarter 
of 1954 totalled 337 millions, 3-2 per cent. above the corresponding 
quarter of 1953, and the highest figure recorded since the first quarter 
of 1952. The bad weather last summer thus had its compensations 
for the film industry, particularly when coupled with the full effect 
of the reduced rates of entertainments duty, which applied from 
May 30, 1954. Gross and net takings and the exhibitors’ share of 
takings were all higher than any previously recorded since this series 
of statistics began in 1950. 

These statistics were collected from exhibitors for the thirteen 
weeks June 27 to September 25, 1954. The number of cinemas for 
which returns were compiled was 4,513 (99-7 per cent. of those known 
to have been engaged commercially in the exhibition of 35 mm. 
films) with a seating capacity of 4,150,440 seats (99-8 per cent. of 
the total).* 

Admissions rose compared with both the previous quarter and the 
corresponding quarter of 1953 in all regions, and for all sizes of cinema. 
The Southern, Eastern and South Western regions, all ‘holiday’ 
areas, showed fairly substantial increases in admissions; in the first two 
regions admissions were higher than those for any quarter previously 





* This .quarter’s inquiry also covered hours of opening, number of 
performances and daily admissions during the week of September 5 to 11,

recorded (i.e. since 1950). The Midland region, which does not usually 
benefit from the holiday season, showed an increase in admissions of 
5-4 per cent. over the corresponding quarter of 1953. 

For the smallest cinemas (those seating 250 and dente). which have 
of late been showing the greatest proportional falls 
admissions increased by 11-1 per cent. over the poet and 
2-9 per cent. over the corresponding quarter of 1953. 

Gross box-office takings, at nearly £29 million, were 5-0 per cent. 
higher than those for the corresponding quarter of 1953, and 5-4 per 
cent. above the second quarter of 1954. The increase was due 
to the higher level of admissions and in part to the increase in seat 
prices for certain cinemas as from August 30, 1954. The average 
price of admission rose slightly from 20-5 pence in the second quarter 
to 20-6 pence in the third quarter. 

Entertainments duty absorbed only 31-1 per cent. of gross nm, 
compared with more than 34 per cent. before the reduced rates 
duty became effective. Net takings amounted to £19,263,000, 9-5 on 
cent. more than for the previous quarter; payments for film hire were 
up by 8-6 per cent.; and the exhibitors’ share was £12,546,000, 
10-0 per cent. more than for the previous quarter. Cinemas in all 
regions and in all size groups benefited from the increase in exhibitors’ 
share of takings, which for nearly every region and size group were 
higher than any previously recorded (i.e. since 1950). In beer vc this 
comparison, it should be borne in mind that the costs which have 
to be covered by exhibitors have risen considerably since that time.

Prosecutions

THE TOTAL NET TONNAGE of vessels entering with cargo in the 

ign trade in January (6°0 million tons) was 12 per cent. higher 
than in January 1954, but 1 per cent. lower than in December. The 
total of clearances (3-8 million tons) was 1 per cent. higher than a year 
ago, but 10 per cent. lower than in December 1954. 


Vessels in Ballast 


The total net tonnage of vessels entering in ballast during January 
(1-5 million tons) was 8 per cent, higher than in December and 15 per 
cent. higher than in January 1954. Clearances (3-3 million tons) were 
1 per cent. lower than in December, but 18 per cent. higher than in 
January 1954. 


Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 

Foreign trade arrivals with cargo were almost unchanged compared 
with December, but were 10 per cent. higher than in January 1954. 
The Thames area, which represents more than a quarter of the total, 
showed an increase of 11 per cent. compared with January 1954, and 
the second largest port area, the Mersey and North West Coast, 
showed an increase of 17 per cent. over January 1954. There were 
small increases at six other areas, but decreases were recorded for 
the North East Coast and the Humber and East Channel areas. 
Departures with cargo were almost the same as in January 1954, but 
10 per cent. lower than in December.

The African Native Market and How to Approach It 


The African Native market is examined below in extracts from an Economic Survey by the United Kingdom Trade

‘ sei other territories where the fundamentals are similar. 


‘THE AFRICAN NATIVE MARKET, although large numerically, is 
at present only slowly emerging from a state where large quantities 
of a few relatively low-priced articles were bought, but it is a subject 
which no forward-looking exporter can afford to neglect. 

The African understands value for money and is a good judge of 
quality. This does not mean that he can immediately assess the value 
of articles which he has not previously known. Nor does it mean that 
he will not sometimes pay to satisfy a whim. But it does mean that 
for articles which are familiar to him, blankets, clothing, saucepans, 
etc., he is a very careful and shrewd judge of quality. In this connection 
it is important to remember that time is of no object to the African. If 
he goes to buy a pair of trousers it is very likely a day’s job, and 
moreover he will have the assistance of all his friends. He will examine 
the seams, the stitching and the lining and long discussions and 
comparisons will ensue. Where articles which he understands are 
concerned he is a more exacting purchaser than the European. 

Of course, this does not mean that price is not of very great 
importance: pennies naturally have more significance for the African 
than for the European. But it does mean that since the African’s basic 
needs have hitherto been few and are but slowly increasing, he can 
afford to buy the best quality of those few. He is very brand conscious, 
so much so that many articles are known by their brand name and 
not by their general description, very much as if all motor cars were 
known as ‘Rolls.’ 


Limited but Increasing Purchase-Power 


That the African’s purchasing power has increased during the past 
few years has already been established. Year by year more Africans 
are earning some money and the amount earned per head is rising. But 
the amount and the rise are still small absolutely. The newcomers to the 
money economy come in at the bottom where their earnings do little 
more than enable them to buy the traditional basic articles, khaki 
drill clothing, blankets and so on. Nevertheless, all branches of the 
trade recognize an increase in the range of articles sold, most clearly 
marked, of course, in the urban areas, In the Native areas and the 
rural districts the range of articles in the stores is more restricted 
although here, too, agricultural prosperity has had an effect and the 
encouragement of cash cropping should lead to increased demands. 

The African is a great imitator and this applies to his purchasing 
habits. He likes to buy what the European buys, although where 
clothes are concerned he is less inhibited as to colour. But generally 
speaking he does not like articles which he thinks have been made 
specially for him; he assumes that they are inferior to the European 
article. Nowadays it is only in the remoter country areas that the old 
traditional tribal designs on piece-goods are still bought. In the towns 
the initiative comes from the trader and the manufacturer who try 
out new designs and colours. 


Things that Sell Well 


In the absence of statistical information of any sort it is difficult 
to give any reliable picture of the pattern of the individual African’s 
spending. It may be said, however, that a considerable part of his 
earnings goes on food-stuffs and beverages: meat, bread, tinned milk, 
tinned fish, tinned jam, curry powder, coffee, and Native beer. Soap 
is bought in large quantities and fuel is also an important item for the 
urban Native. After that, bedding, clothing and piece-goods probably 
constitute the largest group. 

The Native coming in or back from the Reserves usually arrives or 
returns in rags. The first call on wages is, therefore, khaki shirt and 
shorts and the wardrobe will then gradual!y be built up with fancy 
shirts, hat, shoes, socks, belt and possibly a suit. A bicycle ranks high 
in the Native’s scale of wants. He is dependent on it for transport in

most areas and he may put it above decent clothes. Many Natives in 
domestic service persuade their employers to advance them the 
money for a bicycle; other Natives deposit so much a week or month 
with the shopkeeper. 

The Native buys enamel saucepans, mugs and plates, and some 
decently housed families buy crockery, but he is quite happy to use 
tins as utensils if something else, e.g. a bicycle or a guitar happen to 
be of more importance to him. Watches, fancy plastic belts (the leather 
belt is decreasing in popularity), combs, pocket knives, scissors, 
knitting wool, patent medicines, toilet preparations (especially hair- 
cream), suitcases, torches, fountain pens and stationery—these are 
among the main items stocked in the Native stores. At a higher level 
of sophistication, income and stability come gramophones and records, 
sewing machines, electric irons, pressure stoves, linoleum and, for 
relatively few, radio sets, bed sheets and decent furniture. 


Business Methods 


At present there are practically no Native credit facilities, although

some shopkeepers will put articles by for Africans to pay off so much 
weekly or monthly. 

How do these goods reach the African? In the first place there is a 
substantial and well-organized wholesale trade in goods for the Native 
market, and through this traditional channel are directed most of the 
imported articles destined for African consumption. Some merchants 
specialize, but the typical merchant deals in general goods, not all 
specifically for Africans. His customers can be divided into four 
groups in order of importance; retail stores in country districts, smal! 
urban retail stores, farm stores, Native hawkers and traders. A small 
volume of business is also done with Native co-operative societies in 
the north. 

The great majority of the Natives in the Federation live outside the 
main urban areas and as might be expected, therefore, the country 
retail stores account for the greater part of the turnover of the typical 
wholesale merchant. The country stores are universal providers to the 
small communities which they serve. Some of them are in remote 
places, difficult of access, especially in the rainy season, and it is the 
virtue of the wholesale merchants that all these customers are sought 
out diligently and visited regularly. One effect of this system is the 
desire of wholesalers to be equipped with well prepared and attractive 
travellers’ samples. They will sometimes insist on these being sent on 
in advance of the bulk consignment as it is a common practice to start 
selling before delivery of the goods is taken. 

It is an easier matter to sell to urban retail establishments, which 
tend to specialize. Although many of them depend chiefly on the sale 
of piece-goods and made-up clothing there are shops which give a 
good display of watches, bicycle accessories, imitation jewellery, 
musical instruments, gramophone records and similar goods: the 
great bulk of bicycle sales in urban centres are by specialist retailers. 
The African likes urban shopping because of the greater variety and 
the chance of comparing prices which it offers. 

The farm stores, usually conducted by farmers as a form of service 
to their labourers, are much less important than either the regular 
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country stores or the urban stores. Farm labour is relatively scarce 
and the existence of a store acts to some extent as an incentive. But 
farmers are unwilling to tie up very much money in stock and a narrow

Group and Chain Stores 


There are three other channels by which imported 
African: the group and chain stores, the departmental 
direct importer-retailer. The group and chain stores are found typically 
in Northern Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Many of them are the results of 
enterprise by great merchant houses in the United Kingdom. 
Frequently they do a two-way ¢raffic, for the bulk of the individual 
stores are in Native Reserve areas, and in addition to su i 
for consumption they buy produce and stock for cash. ir stock-in-

The style ‘direct importer’ is widely employed, frequently by very 
small concerns. The volume of Native trade passing through the 
direct importer-retailer channel is not large, and in most cases the 
important stores in this category are to be found in the larger centres; 
that is to say, they are either on line of rail or a main road system and 
contact may be maintained with them without undue difficulties, 
Finally, it would be wrong not to mention that there are a few Natives 
who can afford to buy their goods, and who prefer to buy their goods, 
at the stores which cater primarily for needs and tastes and 
which are in almost every case direct importers. But these stores 
would not deliberately import merchandise because they felt that it 
might appeal to Natives.

The only two methods of advertising to Africans employed at 
present on a large scale are press advertising and point-of-sale 
advertising, the former predominating. Few Africans read the 
European newspapers, the great bulk of the Native population being 
served by its own press. At the present time all the commercially- 
produced African newspapers published in the Federal territory are 
the property of one European-owned firm. It is claimed that every 
African throughout the Federation sees at least one of them. The 
advertising management of the group will advise on the most suitable 
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vernacular to use and will translate advertising copy, where necessary. 
Advice may also be obtained from the same source on the general 
principles of an approach to the African. Further information about 
these papers, including advertising rates, can be obtained from the 
Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade. 

What has been said above about advertising matter in the press 
also applies to point-of-sale advertising. There is not a great deal of 
scope for ingenious point-of-sale advertising matter. The merchandise 
in the general store patronized by Africans is often laid out in such a 
fashion as to make the best possible use of limited space and with 
little regard to eye appeal. However, as the standard of presentation of 
goods by the retail merchants catering for the African improves, and 
there is a marked tendency in this direction especially in the urban 
stores, there should be greater scope for ingenuity in this respect. The 
whole field is one which merits careful thought and attention and 
unorthodox methods might on occasion achieve results. There is room 
for experiment. Above all it should be remembered that the Native 
consumer is outstandingly loyal to a trusted brand-name. Many 
products and classes of goods which would seem eminently suitable 
for advertising to Africans, do not appear. For example, there is very 
little advertising of hardware, imported foodstuffs (although local and 
South African manufacturers are represented) or clothing and textiles. 
It would seem that on the whole United Kingdom manufacturers are 
not so aware of the scope for advertising to the Native as industrialists 
in the Federation and in the Union of South Africa who are competing 
with them to obtain a share of the African’s still strictly limited 
purchasing power. 


‘Special’ Packaging Deprecated 

To packaging, only a brief reference is necessary since the golden 
rule appears to be to pack goods as they are customarily packed. Not 
only is it unnecessary to prepare special containers, it is unwise to do 
so. Packs which are specially designed for the Native, even if it is only 
to the extent of printing in the vernacular, create the suspicion that 
the contents have been specially prepared for African consumption, 
with the inference that they are of inferior quality. It has been pointed 
out elsewhere that the African consumer is an imitator of European 
fashion and taste in his choice of goods. Failure to appreciate this fact 
has resulted in inability to sell goods with labels specially designed and 
printed in a misguided attempt to appeal to African consumers.

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British Participation at Canadian 
International Trade Fair

approximately 20,000 square feet of space has been booked by British 


Emphasis will again be on the machinery and plant equipment 
side of the exhibition including machine tools, plant machinery and 
components, and the construction and road-building industries, A 
new entry into the Canadian market will be a leading British manu- 
facturer of diesel electric plant, who will also have a display of welding 
equipment. 

The highly competitive office equipment field will again be invaded 
by a strong United Kingdom contingent. Eleven United Kingdom 
manufacturers of office furnishings and supplies, all of whom have 
been past C.I.T.F. exhibitors, will occupy over 2,000 square feet 
out of a total of 9,120 square feet booked so far in this section. A new 
coin counting machine of British design will be shown in Canada 
for the first time. 

The United Kingdom participation in the growing aircraft section 
of the Fair will be largely through Canadian agents. Many of the lead- 
ing British suppliers of aircraft components already have some foot- 
hold in the Canadian market 


Suppliers to the building and transport industries, household 
furnishings, manufacturers of scientific equipment and precision 
instruments are included in the British participation to date. 


Other Displays 

The new metals and welding section of the Trade Fair is developing 
beyond original expectations. Already space taken in this section totals 
9,600 square feet, and a number of manufacturers are still formulating 
their plans. Countries represented so far are Canada, the United 
pe and the United States. Canada is the leading exhibiting 


aps equipment will form a large part of the Italian participation 
this year. One office equipment manufacturer in Italy has taken a 
large block of space to show a variety of his newest equipment. 
Italy’s total participation is expected to be about the same as last 
year, when it was the fifth largest exhibiting country with 7,500 square 
feet of space. 


Most of the major Canadian aircraft companies are expected to 
be represented this year. Already about a dozen of the largest aircraft 
and parts manufacturing companies in Canada have made applications 
for space, along with a number of suppliers of parts and materials. 
It is expected that exhibits will be es of every phase of 
the Canadian aviation industry. The location of aircraft exhibits this 
year will be the South West quadrant of the E4 building (Automotive 
Building) immediately adjacent to the lakefront, over which the aerial 
display will take place on June 4. 

Higher space bookings to date than at the same time last year 
indicate that visitors to the 1955 Canadian International Trade Fair 
will see an even greater variety of products from Canada and abroad 
than at the highly successful 1954 Fair. The interest shown by in- 
dustries that have not exhibited before is a welcome indication that 
the Fair is continuing to assist all phases of business in developing 
markets within and outside Canada.

Training for Management 


The British Institute of Management has published in “The 
Recruitment and Training cf Men Intended for Management Posi- 
tions,’ a Report of a Study Group composed mainly of senior managers 
from nine leading concerns in a variety of industries on the recruit- 
ment and handling of management trainees.

More Import Quotas This Year 


SOME RELAXATIONS in import control were announced by the South 
African Minister of Economic Affairs on February 17. The following 
are some of the main points from the Minister’s speech: 

Consumer Goods: A supplementary consumer goods quota for 
1955 will be issued of 20 per cent. by value of an importer’s imports 
of consumer goods during 1948. The preliminary quota for 1955 
was 334 per cent. of 1948. The Restricted List remains unchanged, 
but goods on it may be imported at the sacrifice of £2 worth of this 
supplementary quota for £1 worth of goods imported.

Agricultural Machinery: The existing 1955 quota for agricultural 
machinery and implements, including tractors, will be increased from

Raw Materials: The requirements of secondary industry are to 
be met in full. 

Capital Goods: The requirements of machinery for secondary 
industry are to be met in full.

Tariff Inquiry on Negatives or Positives 


for Printers’ Plates 


Following the information published in the Board of Trade Journal 
of November 20, 1954 (page 1126), regarding the New Zealand 
Board of Trade inquiry into the duty on printers’ type and materials, 
telegraphic information has now been received that the Board will 
also consider what rates of import duty should be imposed on negatives 
or positives on glass or film for making printers’ plates.

Decisions on Tariff Commission Recommendations for Caustic Soda 
and Bleaching Powder 


Be.tow is the text of a Resolution announcing the Indian Govern- 
ment’s decisions on the Tariff Commission’s Report on the Caustic 
Soda and Bleaching Powder Industry. 


No. 32(1)T.B./.4.—- The Tariff Commission has submitted its report 
on the Caustic Soda and Bleaching Powder industry on the basis of an 
inquiry conducted by it under section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 
1951. 

2. The Commission has recommended the following scheme of pro- 
tection: 

(1) On the basis of the present tariff value of Rs. 28 per cwt. of caustic 
soda, a duty of 32-37 per cent. ad valorem is required to provide 
adequate protection to the domestic industry. However, in view of 
the desirability of maintaining the prices of caustic soda at a reasonable 
level, the existing preferential duty of 27-3 per cent. ad valorem on 
caustic soda of United Kingdom origin should be converted into 
a protective duty, the standard rate of duty being fixed in accordance 
with the terms of the relevant .rade agreements. If at any time it 
is found necessary to change the tariff value, the rates of duty should 
be so adjusted as to restore the quantum of tariff protection afforded 
to the domestic industry by the present rates of duty. 

(2) The fair ex-works price for indigenous bleaching powder for 1954-56 
is lower than the c.i.f. price of imported bleaching powder. Actual 
production of bleaching powder being, however, very low the present 
costs of production are very high. There is also considerable prejudice 
on the part of consumers about the quality of the indigenous product. 
A protective duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem should, therefore, be 
imposed on bleaching powder. 

(3) The protective duties recommended above should remain in force 
up to December 31, 1958. 


3. Government accept the above recommendations and will take steps 
to implement them as far as possible.* As regards (2), the existing tariff 
item 28 (1) cover both bleaching powder and bleaching paste. The Commis- 
sion has subsequently clarified that the protective duty to be levied on bleach- 
ing powder should also apply to bleaching paste. Government accept this 
clarification and will take necessary steps to give effect to it.* 

4. The Commission has made the following ancillary recommendations: 

(a) The domestic production of caustic soda is sufficient to meet only 

35 per cent. of the domestic requirements at present. The industry 
will, therefore, have to expand considerably before the country can 
become self-sufficient in respect of this essential material. Nearly 
90 per cent. of the present production of caustic soda is by the 
electrolytic process. The scope for expansion of the electrolytic 
section, however, is severely restricted owing to the relatively small 
demand for chlorine. The alternative process of causticization is 
free from this drawback, but is at present uneconomical because of 
the high cost of indigenous soda ash. In order that production of 
caustic soda by causticization may become economical, Government 
should formulate and put into effect as early as possible an integrated 
plan for expanding the production of both soda ash and caustic soda. 

(b) Government should keep a careful watch over the prices of caustic 

soda (both solid and liquid) and bleaching powder and, if necessary,

take suitable measures under the Industries (Development and Regula- 
tion) Act to regulate them. 

(c) Fahne tary ea i tye Pies ne 
particularly hydrochloric acid, should be reviewed, in order to 
minimize the burden on the consumer and also to assist the fuller 
utilization of chlorine which is vital to the development of the 
electrolytic section of the caustic soda industry. The industry should 
also be provided with adequate transport facilities for its raw materials 
and finished products. 

(d) The industry should be granted a rebate on the salt cess. The 
industry’s requests for this and other similar concessions should 
be considered, not only from the 
industry to bear the burden but of view of the 
desirability of minimizing the burden on consumer and of 
encouraging a rapid expansion of the industry so as to shorten the 
period for which it may need State assistance. 

(e) In order to encourage exports of liquid chlorine, empty cylinders 
provided by foreign buyers should be permitted to be brought 
into the country without payment of duty on condition that they 
will be re-exported within a specified period. 

(f) The industry should be given additional assistance by means of 
import control, so long as such control is in any case maintained for 
balance of payments reasons. 

(g) The Government of Madras should give special consideration to the 
requirements of the Mettur Chemical and Industrial Corporation 
for electric power. 

(h) Government should take special measures to encourage the develop- 
ment of industries which require large quantities of chlorine. 

(i) Transport of liquid chlorine over long distances is difficult and 
expensive and hence before allowing any new electrolytic plant to 
be set up in any region, due regard should be paid to the supply 
and demand position of chlorine in that region. 

(j) Government should examine the scheme of Tata Chemicals for 
manufacture of caustic soda from imported Magadi ash. 

(k) The industry should be given all possible assistance in starting the 
gestae of high test hypochlorite. 

() question of installing washing plants at the Sambhar Salt 
Works should be given early consideration. 

(m) It appears that the declared value per cwt. of caustic soda as recorded 
in the import statistics is higher than the c.i.f. value reported to us 
by the principal importers. The Collectors of Customs should 
examine the reasons for this discrepancy. 

(n) The c.i.f. prices charged by I.C.I. (India) Ltd., for caustic soda and 
bleaching powder imported through them by consumers t 
actual user licences are higher than those at which these are 
imported by I.C.I. (India) Ltd., themselves. Government’s attention 
is drawn to this fact in order ie aoa comes S Se LSI. 
(India) Ltd. from imports of caustic soda and bleaching powder 
may be accurately determined. 

(o) The manufacturers of electrolytic caustic soda should intensify 
their efforts to develop new uses for chlorine. 

(p) The Alkali and Chemical Corporation should try to utilize their 
full capacity for the manufacture of benzene hexachloride 

(q) The manufacturers should examine the suitability of salt produced 
at Kandla for production of caustic soda. 

(r) The manufacturers should take suitable — to remove the defects 
pointed out by consumers in the quality packing of their caustic

Tue United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Bombay has reported 
by telegram that the Indian Tariff Commission has fixed dates for 
inquiries as follows:

The Commission has also fixed April or May for inquiries into the 
Aluminium and non-ferrous metals industries. 

The exact dates will be announced in the Board of Trade Journal 
when they are known. 


Drug Rules Amendments 


S.R.O. 203, issued by the Ministry of Health, Government of India, 
on January 12, 1955, provides for the following draft amendment 
to the Indian Drugs Rules, 1945. The draft will be taken into con- 
sideration on or after April 15, 1955. Any objection or suggestion 
which may be received from any person before this date will be 
considered by the Central Government. 


Rule 23 (in Part IV -Import): The following provisos shall be added 
at the end, namely: 

‘Provided that any such product imported for bona fide personal use but 
not forming part of bona fide personal baggage shall be permitted to be 
imported without a licence subject to the following conditions, namely: 

(i) the licensing authority is satisfied that the product is for bona fide 

personal use, and 

(ii) in the opinion of the licensing authority the quantity involved is 

reasonable for purpose: 

‘Provided further that any such product shall be permitted to be imported 
by charitable, medical or research institutions without a licence as a 
ease subject to the following conditions, namely: 

(i) the licensing authority is satisfied that it is of standard quality, and 

— a regular Import Licence cannot be obtained by the importers, 


(ii) the product is used for the treatment of genuine patients without 
any distinction, of caste, creed or colour.’ 


Rule 23, at present, reads as follows: 
‘Import licences. An import licence shall be required for 
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the import of any biological or other special product specified 
in Schedule C or C (1)’ 
Schedules C and C (1) give a list of biological and other special 
products for which, inter alia, import licences under the Drugs 
Rules are required. 


Inscription on Labels etc. 


S.R.O. 204 of January 17 makes the following further amendment 
to the Indian Drugs Rules 1945: 

— Rule 110 of the said Rules, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely: 


‘110-A. Prohibition against altering insc on containers, 
labels or wrappers of : No person shall alter, obliterate or deface 
any inscription or mark made or recorded by the manufacturer on the 
container, label or wrapper of any drug: 

‘Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to any alteration of any 
inscription or mark made on the container, label or wrapper of any drug 
at the instance or direction or with the permission of the Licensing Author- 


ity.’ 


The draft amendment was published in the Board of Trade Yournal 
on September 19, 1953.

Import Trade Control for Saccharine 


Pusiic NoTIcE No. 1-I1.T.C.(P.N.)/55 of January 15 amends 
the Indian Import licensing policy for January-June 1955 (see Board 
of Trade Journal of January 15, 1955) with the effect that Saccharine 
tablets, falling under Serial No. 112 of Part IV, are now licensable 
to established importers. 


Merchandise Marks on Zip Fasteners 


S.R.O. 150, dated January 12, 1955, provides for the following 
draft amendment (to be taken into consideration on or after February 
14, 1955) to the Indian Merchandise Marks Regulations (see Board 
of Trade Journal of March 24 and May 26, 1951). 

‘In Part II of the Schedule (covering the marking of goods made or 
produced within India), the bemeserag~ item shall be added, namely: 

‘9. Zip Fasteners . On the goods themselves.’ 


IRAN 


New Exchange Rates for Imports 
and Exports 


THE FOLLOWING CHANGES in the Iranian exchange rate system 
were announced on February 5: 
Category 1 (‘easy’) exports and Category 1 (‘essential’) imports: 

Before the change, Iranian exporters received 229-6 rials for 
every £1 sterling which they paid into the bank as a result of exports 
of first-category goods. They will now receive 210-0 rials for each 
£1 sterling so earned and paid into the bank. 

Before the change, Iranian importers were charged 236-6 rials for 
each £1 sterling they required for Category 1 (‘essential’) imports. 

In order to reduce the loss on the foreign currency bought from 
exporters at the old rate, the Bank Melli is authorized to sell it to 
importers, half at the rate of 214-2 rials to the £ and half at 231-0 rials 
to the £. When it has disposed of this currency importers of this 
category of goods will be charged 214-2 rials for each £1 needed. 

Category 2 (‘difficult’) exports and Category 2 (‘less essential’) imports: 

Exchange rates will continue to be determined by free market 
conditions, 

Official rate: 

The official buying and selling rates remain unchanged at 89.6 
and 91 rials to the £ respectively.

THE NATIONAL STATIONERY AND OFFICE EQUIPMENT Associa- 
tion’s annual Convention and Exhibition will be held in the Conrad 
Hilton Hotel, Chicago, from October 1-5, 1955. 

In 1954 this event served as a meeting place for 365 exhibitors 
and more than 10,000 members of the industry. In all, the space 
occupied by exhibitors last year was over three acres, the largest 
area ever recorded by the Association. The public are not admitted.

The whole field of stationery and office supplies is covered by the 
exhibition, with the exception of the more complex types of machinery 
which are seldom handled by the average stationery or office supply 
dealer. In 1954, there were a number of American distributors showing 
imported products, including items from the United Kingdom such 
as duplicators, visible records, and steel type. 

The price for space varies according to the size and location of 
the proposed exhibition area. Costs range from $150 to nearly $500. 
The Conrad Hilton Hotel has furniture, drapes, tables and rugs 
available for hire. 


The British Consulate-General at Chicago, reporting on previous 
events, have said that the Exhibition is of national significance and 
that United Kingdom firms represented in the American market might 
be well advised to arrange for participation. United Kingdom firms 
anxious to have their goods shown at this event should ask their 
agents to get in touch with the organizers —- The National Stationery 
and Office Equipment Association, at 740 Investment Building, 
Washington 5, D.C.
